ST HILARY RESIDENTS 
SAY: ‘GET RID OF UGLY 
ROAD MARKER POSTS’. 


RESIDENTS in St 
Hilary say that new 
marker posts on the 
village green are 
unsightly and must 
go. 

Some go further and 
say that they are a safe¬ 
ty hazard. 

The row has blown 
up because the village 
green has always been 
prone to damage from 
vehicles parking on the 
grass, and from lorries 
cutting corners or 
reversing. 

Terry Hoggett, a St 
Hilary resident, told 
The GEM: “On one 
side of the road, the 
green is protected by a 
series of wooden posts 
- which are in keeping 
with the character of 
the village. 

“However, only two 
weeks ago, on the other 
side of the road, the 
Vale Council put up 
several ugly black and 
white posts, about three 
feet high.” 

He said: “Everyone 
agrees that they look 
dreadful.” 

The area is a conser¬ 
vation area. 

Another local resi¬ 
dent, Di Bithell, went 
further, saying that the 
new posts were danger¬ 
ous. She told The 
GEM: “They are plastic 
and can be bent over a 
long way. 

“When released, they 
spring back with great 
force.” 

She explained that 
children often picnic 
under the tree, and that 
they were bound to play 
with the posts, with the 
danger that any child 
walking by at the 
wrong moment could 
be injured. 

The new posts do 
have red reflectors built 
in, to make them more 
visible at night. 

Mr Hoggett said that 
he felt sure that no vil¬ 
lager would have com¬ 
plained if a reflector 
had been added to the 
wooden posts. 

Di Bithell said that 
she felt the problem 
with lorries had 
increased due to sat-nav 
systems sending lorries 
down the wrong road. 

She told The GEM 
that she had spoken to 
council officers in both 
the highways depart¬ 
ment and the conserva¬ 


tion department, and 
had been told that the 
new posts were going 
to be taken down. 

However, when The 
GEM spoke to the 
council, the response 
was more guarded. 

Andrew Loosemore, 
operational manager for 
highway maintenance, 
said: “The residents 
requested that we install 
bollards at this location 
due to vehicles overrid¬ 
ing the verge area. 

“We installed our 
highway-approved bol¬ 
lards that have been 
installed at many other 
similar locations within 
the Vale, and which 
have proved to be 
extremely successful at 
preventing verge dam¬ 
age. 

“Following installa¬ 
tion, we have now 
received requests to 
have them removed. 
This is currently being 


investigated. 

“If they are removed 
then fortunately, they 
are relatively inexpen¬ 
sive and only a small 
number have been 
installed.”

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Heartbroken Penarth family talk 
about ‘‘wonderful” schoolboy 
lost in Brazilian plane tragedy 


THE Vale family of 11-year-old 
schoolboy Alexander Bjoroy, who 
is missing in the Air France jet 
tragedy, have described him as 
“wonderful”. 

Alexander had been staying with his 
Penarth-born mother and Norwegian father 
in Brazil over the half-term holiday and 
was flying back to his prep school. 

He was being chaperoned on the flight 
to Paris and onwards to Heathrow where 
he was due to be met by relatives. 

His heartbroken grandfather, William 
Dougill, 80, said on Tuesday: “He is my 
only grandson. We are all going to miss 
him. 

“Alexander had been with my daughter 
and her husband in Rio and was returning 
to school.” 

The schoolboy’s Norwegian-bom father. 


who works in the oil industry, and mother 
Jane are flying back to Britain, still await¬ 
ing news of the fate of the Air France 
plane, which disappeared over the 
Atlantic. 

The pair were “devastated” after waving 
him off on Sunday after a two-week stay 
with them in Brazil. 

He was due to call them by mobile 
phone after touching down at Charles de 
Gaulle airport in Paris and again at 
Heathrow. 

The youngster kept in regular touch 
with his parents during term time via 
emails and mobile phone. 

The couple, who have lived all over the 
world, were married in Jane's home town 
of Penarth, in 1990. They have a daughter, 
who is younger than Alexander. 

Retired Mr Dougill, who lives in 
Penarth with wife Joyce (82), said he was 


in regular contact with Alexander’s par¬ 
ents, hoping for news of flight AF447 
which left Brazil on Sunday. 

The couple travelled the world but 
wanted Alexander to be educated in 
Britain. He was a boarder at Clifton 
College Preparatory School in Bristol, 
where governor Alison Streatfield-James 
said it was an “utter tragedy”. 

She reported: “It's a sombre mood at the 
school today. All the children were 
informed in assembly and prayers were 
said. It's a terrible piece of news to break. 

“Children are intelligent, they under¬ 
stand what has happened. All we can do is 
offer them support in an appropriate way.” 

Headmaster John Milne said: 
“Alexander was a well-liked and respected 
boarder who will be sorely missed by his 
fellow pupils and staff.”

SPEED LIMITS 
ARE WELCOMED 


CO WBRIDGE 
Town Council has 
welcomed the deci¬ 
sion by the Vale 
Council to intro¬ 
duce speed limits 
along Church Road. 

The Vale Council is to 
bring in 40mph and 
30mph restrictions along 
different parts of the 
road. At the moment, 
parts of it are 60mph. 

Traffic surveys have 
revealed that within the 
section of road that has 
street lighting, which has 
a 30mph limit, 85 per 
cent of traffic travelled at 
about 35mph. 

There are about 750 
vehicles a day travelling 
along Church Road, with 
a tenth of them exceed¬ 
ing police thresholds for 


prosecution. 

The council has 
recently decreased the 
speed limit on the 
Llantwit Major Road,

A PLEA for a third 
pedestrian crossing 
in Cowbridge has 
been rejected by the 
Vale Council. 

Cowbridge Town 
Council made the 
request in the wake of a 
row over plans to move 
the old zebra crossing 
from outside the Town 
Hall to a new location 
outside Jenny Wren - a 
short distance along 
High Street towards 
Westgate. 

The plan, which also 
included changing the 
crossing to a pelican 
type controlled by lights, 
has now been imple¬ 
mented by the Vale 
Council, despite objec¬ 
tions from traders and 
the town council. 

During the debate, 
traders in Eastgate made 
a strong plea for the 
crossing to be moved 
towards their part of 
town to encourage shop¬ 
pers to walk up that end. 

The Vale Council 
refused to change its 
mind and went ahead 
with its original propos¬ 
al. The Town Council 
then submitted a request 
for an extra crossing to 
be located by Penny 
Lane - as traders had 
requested. 

However, in his reply. 


Miles Punter, head of 
Visible Services, said 
that the only location 
where a crossing could 
be located without 
removing a “significant” 
amount of on-street 
parking would be out¬ 
side Filco. 

He warned that a 
crossing there would 
prevent lorries servicing 
the supermarket and the 
other shops nearby. 

Mr Punter added that 
the pavement on the 
opposite side of the road 
was too narrow to take 
the necessary poles that 
would be required by a 
crossing. 

He asserted that the 
new pelican crossing 
nearby was being well 
used, which proved that 
there was a desire line at 
that location from shop¬ 
pers, as the Vale Council 
had argued. 

Even if the funding 
was available, he could 
not agree to the request. 

He added: “I would 
very much hope that 
with the new crossing 
now functioning well, 
your members will 
accept that there is now 
sufficient pedestrian 
crossing provision with¬ 
in the area.” 

The Town Council 
noted the letter without 
further comment. 


Council provide grant 
to help flower festival 


A GRANT of £50 
has been made by 
Cowbridge Town 
Council to Holy 
Cross Church, 
towards the cost of 
holding the flower 
festival, which will 
be raising money 
for the church 
restoration fund. 

Cowbridge town 
councillors are to assist 
in distributing question¬ 
naires to properties that 
fall within the town con¬ 
servation area. The 
council has agreed to 
assist the Vale Council, 
which is consulting with 
the public over an 
appraisal and manage¬ 


ment plan for the conser¬ 
vation area. 

Plans for a loft con¬ 
version at 17 High 
Street, Cowbridge, will 
be opposed by the town 
council - unless the 
proposed roof lights are 
not visible from the 
road. Councillors felt 
that roof lights would 
not enhance the conser¬ 
vation area. 

Vale planners have 
granted consent for the 
old post office outbuild¬ 
ings at the Old Post 
Office, 61 Eastgate, to 
be demolished and 
replaced with four town 
houses with associated 
car parking and amenity 
space.

missing litter bins, in 
Cowbridge are being 
investigated by the Vale 
Council, town council¬ 
lors have heard. 

The Vale Council is 
still awaiting delivery of 
this year’s supply of new 
litter bins, which will 
then be distributed. 

A request from the 
Really Welsh company 
for the council to pur¬ 
chase daffodil bulbs 
grown on its sites in 
Wales was noted.

Story of ‘amazing 
transformation’ 
of St Hilary’s 
‘decrepit’ village hall

IT’S a classic 
‘chocolate box’ Vale 
village scene - nar¬ 
row and leafy vil¬ 
lage lanes, a 16th 
century thatched 
roof pub, a 12th 
century church and 
historic stone-built 
houses at every 
turn. 

A horse-drawn car¬ 
riage would fit snugly 
into the scene - and, in 
fact, visitors to pictur¬ 
esque St Hilary will 
often find themselves 
sharing the road with a 
pony and trap. 

The casual visitor will 
sigh in admiration and 
wonder what could be 
missing from such a glo¬ 
rious gem of a village? 
Well, until recently, the 
missing piece in the jig¬ 
saw was a working vil¬ 
lage hall. 

”It was damp, 
decrepit, veering 
towards derelict in 
places and didn’t give 
anyone the slightest 
encouragement to use 
it,” hall trustee David 
Hawkins admitted. 

“Today, though, the 
story is so very different 


and we now have a vil¬ 
lage hall we can be 
proud to call our own.” 

The transformation 
has been sparked by a 
grant of £48,267 from 
CEAP - the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
Community Eacilities 
and Activities 
Programme: “I am glad 
to say the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
money has been put to 
very good use,” said Mr 
Haw ki ns. 

“We now have a hall 
which has been trans¬ 
formed and is a huge 
asset to the local popula¬ 
tion of some 250 souls. 

“The transformation 
has been amazing. When 
you walked into this hall 
before, you could smell, 
almost taste, the damp. It 
didn’t encourage anyone 
to use it. 

“Now it is fresh and 
alive. It has been given a 
new lease of life and the 
villagers are proud to 
able to use it to full 
advantage once again.” 

The renovation work 
on the St Hilary Hall 
included re-roofing the 
kitchen and toilet exten¬ 
sion, damp-proofing, 
new internal walls. 


replastering and redeco¬ 
rating throughout and a 
new expanded entrance 
for disabled access. 

“Happily, the standard 
of workmanship here has 
been high,” said Mr 
Hawkins. “And the 
tongue-and-groove 
woodwork features 
inside the hall retain the 
building’s original char¬ 
acter. 

“It has been a breath 
of fresh air for the vil¬ 
lage and it is now very 
busy, with everything 
from Women’s Institute 
meetings to flower 
arranging clubs. 

“The village commu¬ 
nity support police offi¬ 
cer is able to hold meet¬ 
ings here and the kitchen 
is a huge asset, allowing 
us to stage many events. 

“The hall - and the 
facilities it offers the 
whole village - plays an 
important role in devel¬ 
oping that community 
spirit which binds us all. 
It is a huge asset to the 
village of St Hilary and I 
am sure it will go from 
strength to strength.”

‘MISLEADING FIGURES 
AND TRANSPARENCY 


I T’S good that John 
Smith MP believes in 
full transparency and 
has never profited from his 
expenses claims. 

His wraparound report in The 
GEM of April 23, clearly stated 
it’s an ‘information publication’ 
funded by his ‘communications 
allowance’. 

The issue is not transparency, 
but whether misleading spin and 
self-promotional publicity should 
be supported from parliamentary 
funds. 


Mr Smith still writes of £12 
billion investment at St Athan, 
despite most of this PFI contract 
going on salaries and running 
costs over the 25 to 30 years. 

The Metrix figure given at the 
exhibition meeting (March 30) 
was £0.7 billion and 40 per cent 
of that is for the housing. 

He writes of ‘over 20,000 stu¬ 
dents’ each year. Yet the Metrix 
document says - 2,500 students, 
apparently based on 40 per cent 
of those enrolled, attending the 
other nine learning centres for 60 
per cent of their courses (lasting 


six weeks to 18 months). 

Evidently it’s a relatively small 
training college and would not be 
up and running till 2014/15. 

Jobs in construction are given 
as 800 average. So how could 
Mr Smith proclaim this to be a 
‘recession-buster’? 

Is it not misuse of the “com¬ 
munications allowance” to give 
constituents the mythical figures 
of two years ago, rather than real¬ 
istic ones, with the project team’s 
up-to-date estimates?

“I believe the general

Is end in sight at last 
to the Major Music/ 
Council saga? 


THERE may be an end in sight 
for the wrangle between Major 
Music and the Vale Council 
over the use of Llantwit Major 
Youth Club. 

The organisation, which works with 
children in the town, has been forced to 
vacate the premises since summer, 
because of problems in drawing up a 
new agreement with the Vale Council. 

Instead, it has been using premises 
in St Athan, but children who cannot 
get there have had to miss out. 

Attempts to get a new agreement 
between the organisation and the coun¬ 
cil have dragged on, with parents criti¬ 
cising the long delay. 

But Dave Prosser, head of lifelong 
learning services at the Vale, has now 
told The GEM that he hopes a new 
licence agreement can be agreed soon. 

In a statement, he said: “A licence 
agreement has been drafted and discus¬ 
sions between the trustees of Major 
Music and officers of the council will 
be arranged soon to discuss, and hope¬ 
fully agree, the document.” 

Parents have argued that the children 


should have been allowed to remain at 
the youth centre while the new agree¬ 
ment was being drawn up. 

Carolyn Risby, who is a trustee, said 
that Major Music was a big part of the 
community. 

“The youngsters of Llantwit rely on 
this brilliant facihty as a way of learn¬ 
ing and mixing with other youngsters 
who have a similar interest to them¬ 
selves.” 

She said that promises have been 
made over the months by the Vale that 
they would be able to return to their 
original premises. 

She urged the council to let the chil¬ 
dren go back immediately. 

“At present, we are ferrying the 
youngsters to the West Camp commu¬ 
nity centre, which has been kindly 
donated by the Welsh Guards. TMs is a 
marvellous facility, but one that some 
youngsters have difficulty getting to. 

“We need to get these youngsters 
back into their proper environment and 
the sooner the better. A perfectly good 
sound recording studio is standing 
unused at the youth centre.”

SWIFT. 
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'More to the Gurkhas’ 
issue than well-meaning 
campaigners realise’ 


T he question of the 
right of Gurkha ex- 
servicemen to reset¬ 
tlement in the UK has 
become an emotive and, 
sadly, a political matter. 

The natural sense of fair play 
will have directed the average 
Briton to unquestionably support 
the Gurkhas’ rights, and nearly 
all of the letters published in 
your columns fully bear this out. 

The bandwagon fronted by 
Joanna Lumley has gained con¬ 
siderable momentum. But is the 
matter as straightforward as it 
might appear? 

Firstly, let us take a look at 
the background to the Gurkhas’ 
association with the British 
Army. 

During the period of British 
rule in India, it was only natural 
that our army of occupation 
should seek reliable reinforce¬ 
ments from a more local source. 

What could be more conven¬ 
ient than to call upon the little 
men from India’s near neighbour 
Nepal; and what more natural 
than that the man from this war¬ 
rior nation should seek to 
improve his lot by offering his 
services? 

But the Gurkha did not come 
as a ready-made soldier. He was 
simply the raw material from 
which a fully-trained soldier 
could be made. In fact, he was a 
mercenary. 

The rejection rate from the 
hundreds of volunteers was 
extremely high. But once accept¬ 
ed, the Gurkha soldier would be 
highly honoured in his native 
village and when he returned, his 
small pension would be one of 
comparative riches. 

But whatever his fighting 
^aualities, in any action he has 


always been led by British offi¬ 
cers of exceptional leadership 
ability. 

I was privileged to serve dur¬ 
ing World War II as part of a fine 
Indian Division, which included 
Gurkhas, and I have seen them 
from what they are; disciplined, 
courageous, adaptable, and 
unquestionably loyal to their 
adopted queen and country. 

In North Africa and Italy, 
where I served, there were three 
Indian Infantry divisions, each 
with three battalions of 1,000 
Gurkhas, making a total of 9,000 
in this theatre alone. 

I have no idea how many 
were serving in the far east, but 
it is safe to assume that this 
number could at least be doubled 
and possibly trebled. Say a mini¬ 
mum of 20,000 in all. 

If given the right to settle in 
this country, although few would 
ever have visited these shores, 
all of these would be eligible. 

But of course like their British 
counterparts, age has taken its 
toll. Nevertheless, there must be 
several thousand aged Gurkhas 
still surviving who would qualify 
for settlement here. 

They must have the same 
rights as those who have been 
based in our country and who 
have served in more recent con¬ 
flicts. 

But why stop at the Gurkhas? 
What about the thousands of 
Indians who served alongside 
them in the defence of this coun¬ 
try? 

To a Gurkha’s family, from a 
mountain village somewhere in 
the Himalayas, life in Britain 
would be as unnatural as life on 
the moon. 

It is also a fact that those 
Gurkhas who have served in this 
country since World War II have 


themselves not really experi¬ 
enced civilian life here either. 

The Army is largely a closed 
community. They will have been 
mainly pre-occupied with train¬ 
ing camps and ceremonial duties 
based in barracks. 

So before joining the protest, 
the well-meaning but mostly 
ignorant people of our country 
would do well to consider the 
implications. 

These overcrowded islands 
are already trying to assimilate 
groups of people from other 
nations, who have no intention 
of becoming part of our culture 
and who are placing ever- 
increasing demands to meet their 
own perceived rights. 

The acceptance of the Gurkha 
soldier’s right to residence here 
would create just such another 
community with similar rights 
and demands. 

Joanna Lumley’s campaign 
may be entirely sincere, but does 
it really owe anything to reality? 
Would resettlement in the British 
Isles be fair either to the Gurkha 
families or to our nation as a 
whole? Surely there must be 
another way to reward their serv¬ 
ice to our country? 

It is not a simple matter of fair 
play. Having just returned from 
what will possibly be my last 
visit to the British and 
Commonwealth cemetery in 
Cassino in Italy where I paid my 
tribute, with other veterans, to 
the large section of Gurkha dead 
there, I am probably able to 
appreciate the value of the 
Gurkha more than most of your 
correspondents. However, that 
doesn’t prevent me from seeing 
the difficulties that settlement 
here might pose.

Barrians who served in 
Second World War to be 
honoured in exhibition 


THIS September 
sees the 70th 
anniversary of the 
start of the Second 
World War, that 
enormous conflict 
which claimed the 
lives of 370,000 
Britons. 

Events will be held 
the length and breadth of 
the United Kingdom, 
and Barry will play its 
part in commemorating 
the sacrifice made, and 
the service given, by its 
men and women all 
those years ago. 

To remember the role 
that the people of Barry 
and the surrounding 
areas played in the 
defeat of Germany and 
Japan, local military his¬ 
torian Dr Jonathan Hicks 
will be staging a two- 
week long exhibition at 
Arts Central in Barry 
Library. 

Dr Hicks says: “On 
display in Arts Central 
will be the material I 
have collected over the 
past few years on the 
role that Barrians played 


in the Second World 
War. I have interviewed 
military, naval and air 
force veterans, civilians 
who experienced the 
bombing of Barry and 
have spoken with mer¬ 
chant seamen sunk by 
German u-boats. 

“As a result, I have 
numerous photographs 
and written accounts, 
which will form the 
basis of a thought-pro¬ 
voking display that will 
be of great interest to the 
people of Barry. 

“Thousands of local 
people attended the two 
large scale exhibitions at 
Barry Memorial Hall in 
2007 and 2008, on the 
role that Barrians played 
in the two world wars of 
the last century. 

Both were extremely 
successful and raised 
funds for the upkeep of 
Barry’s Roll of Honour. 

“The display at Arts 
Central will allow me to 
display the whole range 
of information I have 
collected, and for a 
longer period than just a 
one-day exhibition. 


“Barry, as we are all 
aware, is a town without 
a museum. There is no 
venue for a permanent 
display of such material 
and with this important 
anniversary fast 
approaching it is incum¬ 
bent on us to commemo¬ 
rate the courage that 
male and female 
Barrians showed during 
those years. 

“The Second World 
War is also part of the 
national curriculum in 
primary and secondary 
schools, so the opportu¬ 
nity to teach our children 
what happened from 
1939-1945 as it affected 
Barry and Barrians 
should not be missed.” 

The following sec¬ 


tions will be displayed: 
The RAF, The Army, 
The Royal Navy, The 
Merchant Navy, 
Women’s Contribution, 
The Barry Blitz. 

“The exhibition will 
open on Saturday, 
September 12, and will 
run for two weeks. I will 
be in attendance on 
Saturdays and very 
much look forward to 
engaging with the public 
and collecting yet more 
stories,” Dr Hicks added. 

He expressed his grat¬ 
itude to Tracey Harding, 
arts development manag¬ 
er of the Vale Council, 
for facilitating this exhi¬ 
bition.

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VALE MP FIGHTS FOR HIS 
REPUTATION AFTER 
EXPENSES ALLEGATIONS 


VALE MP John 
Smith is under 
attack after a news¬ 
paper story alleging 
that he had claimed 
almost £58,000 over 
four years, without 
submitting receipts. 

The allegation related 
to Mr Smith’s Additional 
Costs Allowance (ACA), 
which covers the extra 
costs incurred by an MP 
as a result of living in 
London. 

MPs typically claim 
between £20,000 and 
£23,000 on this account, 
and Mr Smith is no 
exception. 

The Telegraph, which 
is in possession of a 
leaked CD, wrote that he 
was paying rent of “up to 
£560” per month - but 
had produced no other 
receipts for the four 
years from 2004/05 to 
2007/08. 

Instead, it was alleged 
that Mr Smith had pro¬ 
duced monthly ‘round 
figures’ for food (£400), 
cleaning (£250), tele¬ 
phone bills (£250), and 
utility bills (£250). 

The allegations led to 
a call from the Plaid 
Cymru candidate for the 
Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
that Mr Smith should 
step down as an MP. (Mr 


Smith has already indi¬ 
cated that he will not be 
defending his seat at the 
next general election on 
health grounds). 

Dr Johnson said: “I 
was flabbergasted to dis¬ 
cover that John Smith 
had claimed nearly 
£60,000 in four years 
without putting forward 
a receipt, using a loop¬ 
hole to claim the maxi¬ 
mum that required no 
proof of actual expendi¬ 
ture. 

“This is just two 
weeks after he told the 
local papers in Barry that 
he ‘never exploited the 
system of MPs’ 
allowances’. 

“He has already made 
the choice to step down 
at the next general elec¬ 
tion, but this news 
means that he must leave 
the job immediately, 
rather than hanging on as 
a lame duck for up to 
another year.” 

The GEM contacted 
Mr Smith’s office and 
asked five questions. 

1/ Does Mr Smith dis¬ 
pute the claim that he 
submitted no receipts 
during the four-year 
period? 

2/ Mr Smith had a 
cost advantage by choos¬ 
ing to rent and not buy. It 
was £5,000 - £6,000 
cheaper per year.

His spokesman stat¬ 
ed: “Mr Smith is devas¬ 
tated and repudiates 
allegations that he has 
exploited the parliamen¬ 
tary expenses system fol¬ 
lowing an article in the 
Sunday Telegraph; 
which has appeared 
since he announced his 
retirement on health 
grounds two weeks ago. 


“Historically, Mr 
Smith has been one of 
the lowest claimants of 
parliamentary expenses. 
He does not own a sec¬ 
ond home, he has never 
claimed for any luxury 
goods and all the money 
he has claimed over the 
years has gone towards 
meeting the cost of living 
and working in London 
and not for personal 
gain. 

“Mr Smith is commit¬ 
ted to transparency and 
will publish his expenses 
in full, as soon as is 
practicable. ” 

The statement con¬ 
tinued: 

“A number of allega¬ 
tions were made in the 
Sunday Telegraph which 
he did not have an 
opportunity to respond 
to. 

“Mr Smith was 
accused of claiming 
Additional Cost 

Allowance between 2004 
and 2008 without sub¬ 
mitting receipts. 

“Under the rules at 
the time, no receipts 
were required and all Mr 
Smith’s claims were 
cleared by the Commons 
authority and were with¬ 
in the existing rules. 

“Contrary to what 


was alleged in the news¬ 
paper article, in July 
2007, when the 
Commons authority 
wrote to Mr. Smith 
informing him that he 
could no longer continue 
to claim in this way, he 
immediately changed his 
claims to meet the new 
requirements. 

“In April 2008, Mr 
Smith moved to an 
unfurnished bedsit in 
Pimlico and purchased 
some modestly-priced 
items of furniture, 
including a table and 
two chairs and a sofa 
bed, and submitted 
receipts as required 
under further rule 
changes. 

“Not all the items on 
the receipts referred to in 
the newspaper article 
were claimed for. 

“Contrary to what 
was said in the 
Telegraph, it is untrue 
that Mr Smith submitted 
a bill for legal costs over 
a dispute with the land¬ 
lord over his constituen¬ 
cy office. In actual fact, 
this was a standard com¬ 
mercial charge for draw¬ 
ing up a lease. 

“It seems that politi¬ 
cal opponents in the Vale 
are trying to damage Mr 
Smith’s reputation by 
linking the timing of his 
retirement announce¬ 


ment with the expenses 
furore. 

“Nothing could be 
further from the truth - 
Mr Smith has been 
advised by his doctor not 
to stand for re-election 
and he is following that 
advice. ”

TO GO THE DISTANCE

T he road 

from profes¬ 
sional 

wrestling to the 
bright lights of 
Hollywood is paved 
with casualties who 
look as if they’ve 
been on the end of 
a particularly harsh 
power slam. 

For every Dwayne 
‘The Rock’ Johnson, a 
charismatic performer 
who has shown in the 
likes of The Game Plan 
and Welcome To The 
Jungle a deft ability to 
be both an action hero 
and comedian, there’s a 
Hulk Hogan - whose 
dubious big-screen cred¬ 
its include the likes of 
No Holds Barred, 
Suburban Commando, 
and last, but definitely 
least, Santa With 
Muscles. 

The latest grappler to 
swap the spandex for 
celluloid is John Cena, 
who stars in 72 Rounds. 
Cena plays Danny 
Fisher who, in the act of 
capturing terrorist Miles 
Jackson (Aidan Gillen), 
inadvertently causes the 
death of the terrorist’s 
girlfriend. 

One year from the 
accident, Jackson breaks 
out of prison and cap¬ 
tures Danny’s girlfriend 
Molly (Ashley Scott) as 
an act of revenge; if 
Danny wants to see 
Molly again then must 


a wrestler and comes 
from Renny Harlin, an 
action director whose 
knowledge of the word 
‘subtlety’ seems to be 
non-existent, it doesn’t 
mean that the end result 
won’t be a thought-pro¬ 
voking piece of work on 
the emotional loss of 
supposedly villainous 
people, and how it 
affects the ‘good guys’. 

Unfortunately, as 
intriguing as the above 
film sounds, the finished 
product is nothing like 
it. 

Instead, as you would 
expect, it is a fdm full of 
two-dimensional charac-

YEAR-12 students 
Curtis Mathews 
(Barry 

Comprehensive) 
and Elinor Lewis 
(Bro Morgannwg) 
were the top placed 
Vale athletes when 
the 14th Cardiff & 
the Vale Schools 
Combined Events 
championships 
were held at the 
Cardiff 
International 
Sports Stadium at 
Leckwith. 

Last year, when there 
was no athletics stadium 
in Cardiff, the event was 
held for the only time at 
Tenner Park. It was a 
lovely, sunny afternoon 
and a record number of 
pupils competed - 194 - 
with 82 of them repre¬ 
senting Vale schools, and 
the fixture was complet¬ 
ed in its planned four 
hour time slot. 

The drawback with 
Tenner is that it only has 
one high jump bed, 
which resulted, last year, 
in the middle and junior 
girls only completing 
four events instead of 
the usual pentathlon. 

This time, at new 
Leckwith, conditions 
were not good, one of 
those damp, drizzly and 
windy afternoons, but 
still a new record num¬ 
ber of pupils competed, 
with the 200 mark 
exceeded for the first 
time - 210 athletes from 
years 8 to 13 took part, 
with a hugely encourag¬ 
ing 99 coming from the 
Vale schools. 

Mathews, last year’s 
middle (under-17) cham¬ 
pion with a points total 
of 2,554 for a competi¬ 
tion covering the 100m 
hurdles, long and high 
jumps, shot and 800 
metres, underlined how 
much he has improved 
under the guidance of 
Welsh Athletics com¬ 
bined events coach Mike 
Guest.

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Right royal shock 
as Lions stumble 
on a banana skin 


T he first-up match 
against what was 
said to be the weak¬ 
est opposition they would 
face on tour in South 
Africa, was always going 
to be a banana skin 
encounter for the British 
and Irish Lions. 


However, despite the even¬ 
tual outcome - a flattering 37- 
25 victory - surely no-one 
could have foreseen just how 
far the tourists would be found 
wanting against the Royal XV 
- essentially a scratch team of 
fringe semi-professional play¬ 
ers. 

The opening set-pieces had 
seemed to conflrm pre-match 
expectations that the Lions 
would simply steamroller over 
lowly opponents who included 
no big name Springboks - and 
thus lay down an early psycho¬ 
logical marker for the tour. 

Instead, it was the Lions 
who looked more like the 
scratch team, as a sorry 
sequence of nervous errors, 
lack of precision, and careless¬ 
ly wasted possession, was com- 
^^ounded by a baffling lack of 


urgency which saw the initia¬ 
tive handed on a plate to hun¬ 
gry hosts, who sensed an his¬ 
toric upset was well within 
their grasp. 

Indeed, it was only in the 
final 12 minutes, with the 
arrival of the cavalry (from 
the replacements bench) and a 
solo try of sheer brilliance by 
Bridgend’s Lee Byrne, that the 
Lions clawed their way back 
and restored battered pride 
with two more late touch¬ 
downs. 

No doubt the travelling 
Lions’ fans heaved a massive 
sigh of relief at the final whis¬ 
tle, certainly echoed by the 
thousands glued to our TV sets 
back home.
